Glandular disturbance as a cause for 


overweight is rare, though somc cases 
do occur. 


The best way to reduce is a low;cal- 


oric diet, containing an abundance of 
protein foods such as meat and fish.. 


Eight hundred to 1200 calorics a day 


can be taken without bringing on diffi- 
culty if the* person is watched by 
his 


physician. 


Sometimes it is very hard for a per- 


son to follow a reducing diet because of 
an uncontrollable hunger. In these cases 
a physician can prescribe certain bulk- 
producing substances. 


These do not havc any calorie con- 


tent, but they do provide a great deal of 
bulk to fill the stomach and satisfy hun- 
ger pang*.
